A Private Mint 
Y et it is a fact that at the pres­ 
ent day a certain form o? money 
once widely current in America but 
now quite unknown to most peo­ 
ple is manufactured in this coun­ 
try in just as free and easy a man­ 
ner as anything the Bolshevists 
might attempt. 
Moreover, it is no 
more counterfeit than the Russian 
coinage, although our Government 
has nothing to do writh its produc­ 
tion and docs not m any way rec­ 
ognize it as specie. 
Quite recently there was plaeed

Whites Manufacture Indian Money 
The Indians, of course, were the 
first wampum makers but when it 
became a medium of exchange for 
the earlj- colon sts and traders the 
white men took up its manufacture 
and have continued to make it long 
years after the Indians themselves 
have stopped doing so. 
There are several reasons for 
this but the principal one is that 
by the encroachment of the set­ 
tlers upon their territory, the In­ 
dians have been gradua’ly driven 
away from the sea to the interior 
plains where the proper shells for 
the manufacture of wampum are 
not obtainable. 
The white man 
living near the coast can, however, 
still secure all the sea shells re­ 
quired. 
Thus the 
Indians have 
come 
to 
depend 
entirely 
upon 
them for the r wampum. 
A Family Affair 
Most of th/s wampum making 
came finally to be carried on by a 
few old families of Southern New 
Jersey, foremost amongst whom 
for many years were the Camp­ 
bells.

flew away, the water had disap­ 
peared, and Hiaw*atha, looking on 
the dry bed of the lake, saw that 
it was covered with shells.

was made from the hearts of the 
common hard clam of Long Island.

The wampum makers purchase a 
cartload of conch snr clam shells 
for 25 cents, delivered at their 
doors, and when a shell of sufficient 
thickness is selected it is broken 
with hammer and chisel into cubes 
of about two inches in length and 
one-third of an inch square.

Origin of Wampum

LONDON, May 31.—Great Britain 
will tolerate no republic in Ireland, 
and if the term s of the Anglo-Irish 
treaty are not caried out by the Irish 
the British government will resume 
her dberty to act in taking back the 
power conferred on the provisional 
government and 
re-occupying 
the 
territory evacuated, It was declared 
in the house of commons today by 
W inston Spencer Churchill, the col­ 
onial secretary. 
Secretary Churchill, in the course 
of the debate following his statem ent 
on the Irish situation, reiterated that 
Great Britain would not tolerate the 
establishm ent of 
a republic in Ire­ 
land. He said the British troops re­ 
maining in Dublin were militarily se­ 
cure and w ere awaiting eventua'ities. 
“In the event a republic is set up” 
added the colonial secretary, “it is 
the intention of the British 
govern­ 
m ent to hold Dublin as one 
of the 
prelim inary and essential 
steps 
of 
m ilitary operations.” 
No one disputed, said the secretary 
that' the wish of

was reconciliation which would give 
Ireland her freedom, her place in the 
world and the hope of final unity.

The Eagle has taken Dr. Hibben too 
literally. He does not mean that we should 
dictate to the European powers, but that 
we should present to them vigorously and 
clearly our views of what should be done. 
Such is the commanding position of the 
United States today that it is almost c:r- 
tain that our views would prevail.

THE NAVY’S CRADLE AND GRAVE­ 
YARD. 


Philadelphia Record: 
At several points 
along the 
shores 
of the Delaware river, 
within the borders of the old city of Phila­ 
delphia, a new industry has sprung up— 
the scrapping of warships and of some that 
never went to sea. 
Many of these ships, 
doomed by the reduction agreement arriv­ 
ed at by the arms conference, were built 
where they are now to be wiped out of ex­ 
istence. Others will be sent here later from 
other ports to be turned over to the wreck­ 
ers. 
It is interesting to recall also that within 
the sound of the electric and steam-driven 
tools which are busy in the dismantling of 
this great navy the more primitive mauls 
and sledges of early 
shipbuilders 
rang 
merrily about the cradle of the first ships 
of the new republic. 
Toward the close of 
the eighteenth century 
the 
navy of the 
United States of America came into being 
along these shores. Joshua Humphreys, 
bom in Dalaware county in 1751, was the 
leading shipbuilder of his time, and the 
vessels constructed under the act of con­ 
gress of March 27, 1798, “to provide a na­ 
val armament for the United States,” were 
modeled after his designs. 
The frame of 
the United States was laid at Humphrey’s 
yard in Southwark, and he personally su­ 
perintended her construction. 
The central 
idea of Mr. Humphrey’s plans called for 
ships of a heavier build 
and 
a greater 
weight of metal than those of the Euro­ 
pean navies, “in 
order 
that the United 
States might at once take rank as a naval 
power.” 
The United States frigate was an auspi­ 
cious beginning. She dipped her trim hulk 
into the waters of the Delaware on a beau­ 
tiful May morning in the presence of the 
president of the United States 
(John 
Adams) and the heads of the departments. 
Thus the American navy made her bow in 
these waters 125 years ago.

WASHINGTON, 
May 
31.—The 
homage of a people was poured out 
yesterday at the shrine erected by a 
decade of patient labor to Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Under the thoughful gaze 
of his marble likeness, dim in the 
shadowy background of the gleam­ 
ing white temple his countrymen 
have raised to him, thousands 
of 
Americans were gathered. 
Men great in the councils of the 
nation were there. President Hard­ 
ing came to accept in the nation’s 
name the memorial reared 
at 
the 
river’s 
brim. 
Ex-President 
Taft 
came gladly to give accounting of 
his trust as head of the commission 
that saw the great work to its com­ 
pletion. 
Senators, representatives, cabinet 
officers ,admirals and generals all 
w'ere there; but it was not 
these, 
lavish as were their tributes to the 
great dead, who made the day his­ 
toric In American annals—it was the 
swelling tide of humble people who 
stood for hours under a blazing sun 
to claim this temple of freedom and 
the man whose memory it enshrines 
as their own. 
Far as the eye could reach from 
the high 
base of the memorial. 
Americans were 
spread 
over 
the 
lawns and clustering under the trees 
that grace the setting. 
How many 
have been there to hear the words 
of the speakers caught up and flung 
to far distances by the 
amplifiers 
that studded the coping atop of the 
marble structure no man might cor­ 
rectly estimate. 
But when the last 
word had been said, when the Presi­ 
dent had gripped hands with Robert 
Lincoln at the foot of the father’s 
statue, the public broke over 
the 
barriers and swept unchecked up the 
wide steps to see for itself the things 
that nave been wrought in the peo­ 
ple’s name. 
There was little of military splen* 
dor about the dedication services. 
Just a flourish of triumpets to mark 
the coming and going of President 
Harding ,and the solemn ritual with 
which the men of the Grand Army 
of the Republic dedicated the silken 
emblem of a re-united country on the 
steps of the memorial. 
The words of the formal orders at 
this service were spoken in voices 
shaken and thin with age, and the 
hands that held the banner aloft 
trembled under the weight of years; 
but the high courage and resolve 
that fired the veterans half a cen« 
tuary ago are beyond the reach of 
time, as is the memory of the great 
leader they honored. 
Along the front benches 
on 
a 
lower terrace facing the great sta­ 
tue above, were gathered the veter­ 
ans. To the right, a handful of old 
men bad donned again the blue that 
gave them front place in the day’s 
events ,and stood to act as guard of 
honor when the President arrived. 
Flauking these to the left, a bare 
score of gray-clad veterans of the 
armies of Lee and other southern 
generals stood proudly to salute the 
flag that Lincoln’s vision and high 
courage preserved as the flag of one 
people. 
The sight of these bent men 
in 
gray drew President Harding from 
the written text of his address. 
He 
was saying that to Lincoln, greater 
than any other reward he could have 
known would have been the knowl­ 
edge that his vision had been ful­ 
filled; that the broad waters of the 
Potamac flowing within 
a stone's 
throw of the memorial, marks 
no 
boundary between two nations, but 
that from sea to sea Americans are 
one people. 
Mr. Harding’s 
voice 
thrilled as he paused to draw atten­ 
tion to the gray-clad veterans 
and 
recall that twice since Lincoln died, 
men ot the southern states, cons 
such men as these old warriors, bad 
come in their strength to fight for the 
flag to which their fathers returned 
after the bitter '60s. 
At the end of the qeremony Presi­ 
dent Harding turned to inspect the 
great statue brooding in the past, 
pillared chamber of the temple, then 
greeted members of the senate who 
had closed about him. 
It was then 
the President sought out the bent, 
feeble figure of Lincoln’s son. 
Robert Todd Lincoln now is 79 
years old.
